Continuation of 2. NOTE: The applicant hlWmended a claim that has been withdrawn frorM^sideration (see applicant's response to 
restriction requirement received 6-14-02.) It is unclear why this newly added claim is replacing previous non-elected process claims. 
Irrespective, such claims present material not previously presented which in turn would require an update of the current search. The 
applicant has also not reduced or simplified the issues. The applicant's amendment only changes non-material limitations such as 
intended use. Again it is restated that intended use does not constitute a material limitation. How a composition is used does not affect 
the material limitations or properties of a composition. Furthermore, the transitional phrase "comprising" does not exclude any additional 
compounds taught by the prior art. 
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
